Washington.—Production of eggs in 
the United Stales has steadily in- 
creased during the past 14 years. The 
price of eggs has also moved steadily 
upwards, Department of agriculture 
officials declare that cold storage is 
responsible fom the high prices. Wig- 
ures issued recently by the census bu- 
reau show that in 1899 American hens 
laid 1,293,662,000 dozen eggs, 
was seventeen dozen for every mun, 
woman and child i. the country. 

In 1909 they produced 17.3 dozens 
per capita, while this year it is esti- 
mated that they will produce 17.8 doz- 
pes per capita, 

As to prices the statistics show that 
iz, 1899 average best fresh eggs sold) 
wholesale in New York, highest price | 
at 386 cents, in 1904 at 47 cents, in 
1908 at 55 cents, in November, 1912, 
at 60 cents.

area under crops and grass in Eng- | 
land and Wales is 45.3807 acres, The | 
decline in arable land amounts to} 
277,000 acres, most of which was | 
transferred to permanent pasture, and} 
the latter now for the first time sur- 
passes 16,000,000 acres. Wheat shows | 
a decline of 162,000 acres, oats de-| 
creased by 98,000 acres, while barley | 
increased 102,000 acres. Potatoes de- 
clined by 21,000 and mangolds by 
66,000 acres, Clover and grasses un- | 
der rotation fell off by 27,000 acres, 
but the area reserved for hay shows | 
an increase of 278,730 acres. The | 
live stock returns show decreases 
among all classet of animals; cattle 
decreased by 124,776, but there are, 
{ncreases of cows in calf and of other | 
cattle of two years and above. The 
total number of cows, 2,264,403, ts 
about the same aa in 1905, Sheep have | 
declined by over 900,000, while the 
awine decreas is nearly 16 per cent, | 
the total being somewhat more than 
in 1901, 

When the deputation from the Can- 
adian Council of Agriculture watted 
on Premier Borden a few weeks ago 
they expressed alarm at the depopu- 
lation of rural districts in Canada. 
They called on the Government to 
wipe out the tariff to which they at- 
tributed the decline {n agricultural 
production, with consequent high cost 
of living. A study of the foregoing 
figures from Free Trade England dis- 
closes the fallacy of the deputation's 
argument, The movement to urban 
centres, the high cost of living and 
other economic sroblems are common 


to the whole world. The tariff has 
little or nothing to do with them 
otherwise we would have perfect farm- 
ing conditions in Great Britain.
